The students, two boys and 
three girls, were arrested Friday 
night in connection with an ar- 
ticle in the pamphlet "Student 
Front", which stated that the 
trial of the Sir George Williams 
University students for the burn- 
ing of the computer centre was 
"corrupt and racist." 

The three girls, Sarah Hum- 
phrey, BA4, Sarah Hcrrick, OA 
2, and a 17-year old minor who 
could not be identified, were ar- 
rested at Loyola College Friday 
while handing out the pamphlets. 

Shortly after 8 pm Friday 



night, police arrived at the of- 
fices of the Commité itcs Droits 
Démocratiques des Peuples (CD

The Senate Disciplinary Com- 
mittee has recommended that 
Arnold August. PhD3, and Eric 
Hoffman. BSc 2, be suspended 
from McGill until next Septem- 
ber, at wliich time the University 
will decide whether they will be 
allowed to enroll as students again. 

Svcn Orvig, professor of met- 
eorology and Chairman of the 
[Msciplinary Committee, said 
Friday tliat Senate still must de- 
cide whether or not to adopt the 
Committee's decision. 

Professor Or\ig also explain- 
ed that tlic court injunction barr- 
ing the two from the campus is in 
effect until the suspension is lift- 
ed. 

Copies of the Committee's re- 
port were sent to the two stu- 
dents. Even though the dc-cision 
is not final, the Committee de- 
cided that it was fair to tell the 
two what had been decided. 

Hoffman stated that he would 
continue to "struggle against re- 
pression," but he has no de- 
finite plans for the immediate 
future. 

August was not available for 
comment as he is presently in 
Chicoutimi facing charges of as- 
saulting Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau with a tomato during 
his recent visit there.

Life at stake, testimony reveals

Deportation hearings by the 
Department of Manpower and Im- 
migration in the case of former 
student Luong Chau Phuoc of 
South Vietnam continued Fri- 
day, with all witnesses expres- 
sing fears concerning Luong's 
personal liberty and life should 
he return to his native land. 

Luong, who came to Canada 
in 1964 under the auspices of 
the Colombo plan, faces depor- 
tation consequent to the expiry 
of his student visa and to a 
clause in the Colombo plan 
which states a student must re- 
turn to his homeland when his 
studies are completed. 

However, Luong, who was edi- 



tor of a mapzine at l'Universi- 
té Laval called Notre Generation 
(The He), expressed anti-war and 
anti-government views in a se- 
ries of articles and now fears 
that he will siiffer repercussions 
should he return home at this 
time. 

Anna M. Bennett, who, along 
with several prominent church- 
men and a retired U.S. navy 
admiral, went to Vietnam last 
May as part of an independent 
U.S. study team, testified that 
Luong's liberty was at stake if 
he returns home. 

"I would suppose he would 
be imprisoned," she stated. 
"President Thieu has said re- 
peatedly that anyone' speak- 
ing for peace or for coalition 



willbeimprisoned." 

Elaborating on judicial pro- 
cess and Vietnam prisons, the 
prominent American churchwo- 
man declared. "We found that 
'due process by law' is non-ex- 
istent." 

"Only 157o of prisoners in 
South Vietnam are serving terms 
for criminal offences," she re- 
vealed. "In Thu Due prison, the 
people all wear tags to show 
what crime they have committed. 
Red tags are for 'communists', 
yellow for others. The great 
majority of prisoners had red 
tags - •communists'. The great 
majority were never tried." 

Mrs. Bennett also cited the 
arrests and imprisonment of nu- 
merous student leaders and 



student journalists for politi- 
cal reasons as a foundation on 
which to base her belief that 
Luong faces imprisonment if 
he returns home. 

This belief was also confirm- 
ed by former associates of Luong 
who have had prior contact with 
other Vietnamese students, and 
by a witness who lived in Viet- 
nam when it was still part of 
Indochina. 

I^or to the deportation hear- 
ings, Luong ..itempted to ex- 
tend his pc.-.Tiit to stay in Cana- 
da by ap;.l>iiif; Vor postgraduate 
work. H'.5 .ij-piicaUon was re- 
jected, allegedly because of in- 
sufficient marks.

Richard Rubinstein, Pittsburgh 
theologian and iconocbst, fore- 
sees an upsurge of anti-semitism 
in the United States after the 
U.S. "loses" the Vietaam War. 

He pointed to similar waves 
of antl-scmitism in France af- 
ter 1870 and in Germany after 
1918. "Defeat", he said, "in 
psychological terms equals cas- 
traUon." . 

Speaking to an audience of over 
200 in Moyse Hall last Thursday, 
the nnal day of the Hillel teach- 
in on the Holocaust, he decried 
"the suiddal undercurrent in 
American Jewish life." 

"Worth and social status," he 
charged, "are completely de- 
pendent on the capacity for cons- 
picuous giving." 

"The fundamental 'institutions 
of many Jewish communities in

North America," Dr. Rubinstein 
added, "are not synagogues, but 
social clubs, run from the peri- 
phery by entrepreneurs who don't 
want the partidpation of the 
rabbis, the only people who now 
understand the Jewish past." 

"The people who are paying 
the money are the least qualified 
to lead," he charged. 

He contrasted American Jews, 
and their "passive, dependent 
psychology," with the Israelis, 
who have no illusions about help 
from other nations. 

Dr. Rubinstein observed that 
Jewish partidpation in left-wing 
movements can be more revolu- 
tionary because Jews are not 
tied to the sodety in which they 
live in the same manner as Gen- 
tiles. . Jews, he said, like the 
Chinese and the Indians in Afro- 
Asia, Jtayeiieen condemned to the 




role of the resented middleman. 

He foresees no Messiah, and 
does not believe that the worid 
will ever get better. In the Mid- 
dle East, he declared, "We have 
returned to a condition of eternal 
war, in which mutual terror, and 
nothing else, will keep the peace." 

Rabbi Irving' Greenberg,' 
speaking later in the afternoon, 
presented another view of the 
Implications of the Holocaust. 
"The Jeinsh experience in the 
Holocaust," he affirmed, "when 
applied to Biafia, persecution 
of blacks in the U.S.. and Viet- 
nam, has produced a will not to 
let the same thing happen in 
these cases." 

Man has continued to "affirm 
life" despite Auschwitz, he ar- 
gued, and the most important 
commandment is to preserve the 

sanctity of life.

Growing up absurd — revisited 



Education is to the university campus 
as pollution is to national politics; both 
are safe issues, of great magnitude, of 
universal appeal, and easily divorced (on 
the surface) from the usual social, ec- 
onomic or class issues. Talking about 
education can make conservatives look 
concerned and wjld-eyeds look responsible. 
And the subject is so diffuse and so over- 
whelming that any. little achievement can 
be skilfully misrepresented as signifi- 
cant. 

The issue of student power is today 
no more exciting than some of the boring 
lectures which helped precipitate the 
movement. This is not surprising in our 
present situation. The debate about pass- 
fail, or other measures to change the uni- 
• yersity are almost inherently boring 
were discussion becomes limited to only 
the intrinsic merits of things like the 
lecture system. The important element of 
discussion that is progressively disap- 
pearing is a consideration of what the 
different forms and methods of education 
mean in social terms. By concentrating 
on how we are being educated we forget 
about the relevance of the higher educa- 
tion system to society and the effects the 
current system has on perpetuating the 
social order. 

But education in North America is not 
lacking in clues about its meaning for the 
social system. One such revelation ap- 
peared in an Associated Press dispatch 
from Riverside, California a few months 



ago. A grade six teacher there named 
Allan Harrison has instituted something he 
calls the Harrison Point System - his 
response to the acquisitive instinct we 
are all supposed to have residing some- 
where in our basic impulses. The system 
involves giving each student in the class 
$500 in toy money and enabling them to 
augment their bundle by good academic 
work, cooperation in class, good work 
habits, and helping others. "You can't 
keep the kids at home," says Harrison, 
"They come even when they're sick." 

By using this stimulus-response tech- 
nique and offering the students an ap- 
parently satisfying (if mythical) reward. 
Harrison has achieved considerable im- 
provement in overall student output. He 
has also seemingly helped socialize a 
bunch of young people to the way things 
are done in our overdeveloped affluent sys- 
tem. 

But in anothe'r sense he has probably 
misled his charges. He proudly maintains 
that while . many parents and educators 
"shudder at the idea of bringing capital- 
ism into the schools." his approach to 
education is valid, because "I'm teach- 
ing the American way of life." If this is 
true this educational method should cor- 
respond to situations in real life and the 
way certain things are ordered. But this 
is not so. In real life people are not uni- 
versalistically rewarded for achievement. 
Before than can even get a shot at doing 
things they are sorted out by factors like 



social class, race, religion and a whole 
series of personality and conformity vari- 
ables. In real life one is not equally re- 
warded for achievements of equal value: 
rewards (as many artists will concur) 
are meted out on a basis that stresses the 
economic and material potential or use- 
fulness of the achievement. Also, it is 
hard. to think of instances in the business 
world- where helping others — especially 
those in weaker positions — is more re- 
warding to a businessman than simply 
knocking the shit out of his competition. 

Thus Mr. Harrison is setting his stu- 
dents up for a possible lifetime of con- 
fusion and contradiction. They will pro- 
bably end up as idealists and poor, mis- 
guided reformers, constantly trying to 
change things from within and never un- 
derstanding why diehards in their profes- 
sions won't place reason and humanism 
above self-interest.

The Uidon Cafeteria chef has 
been replaced by last year's cook 
by the Maisonneuve Vending 
Company in a move enshrouded 
with secrecy and confusion and 
ostensibly aimed at improving 
the quality of the cafeteria food.

Maragos said tint there had 
been many complaints about the 
food in the Union, and that more 
vegetables were being served in 
each meal than meat, while the 
price remained the same.

Luong maintained that he has 
not changed his political views 
since coming to Canada, but 
merely shifted from a pas^ve 
to an active role in expressing 
them. 

Contemplating his return to 
Vietnam, Luong clained that it 
would be difficult for him to find 
a position suited to his qualifi- 
cations. 

If no employment for hitn is 
found within six months of his 
return, Luong faces induction 
into the South Vietnamese ar- 
my.

Carkton loss to Queen's sets up hoopsters' playoff Tuesday 

Recent ruling resurrects Redmen: Raven rivalry rejuvenated

Late Friday night, in a deserted farm- 
house just outside of Shawinigan Falls, 
a clandestine meeting of the Basketball 
Brotherhood's Board of Governors took 
place. This gathering, in an attempt to 
fight creeping fascism in basketball, re- 
solved that all ties in final league stand- 
ings would be decided, not by the usual 
point spread system, but by a play-off 
game between the two offenders.

A LETTER FROM THE GOVERNOR 

Most of the trouble stemmed from a 
letter Tom Mooney received, describ- 
ing the league's system of tie-breaking. 
The rule implied that should McGill and 
Carleton tie for second place, the winner 
would be decided by the total points each 
had scored in thar two games with one 
. another. Harry Griffith, the efficiency 
expert of the Athletics Department, 
looked into the matter, and came up with 
the same condudon. Tlius it iras, that 
when McGill choked, and blew, a . 16 
pdnt lead in the last four minutés of thdr 
recent Carleton match-up, the world 
thought that they were through, despite 
their eventual 8&44 victory. As Carleton 
had won the first contest by 5 jx>ints, 
the point spread, and the play-off spot 
seemed to be thérs. As a result of this 
the team was (fisbanded Tuesday ni^it 
I Then the "brotherhood" steiqiëd in. 
Owing largely to Mooney's ClA" connect- 
ions, the rule was changed and the point 
spread system abolished. This left both 
Carleton and McGill with identical 5-3 
records, although McGill had beaten 
.front-running Queen's and Carleton had 
not. (McGill lost to Ottawa). A play-off 
game was duly allotted to break the 
tie.-' : 

This new development puts the narrow 
McGill victory over Carieton in a new 
context. Whereas this reporter earUer 
berated the team for choking in the 
clutch, blowing a big lead and losing out 
on their play-off bid, it now appears that 
the very reverse was true. Hénz 



Mayers' last second shot, rather than 
salvaging a meaningless win, as I had 
earlier suggested, actually catapulted 
the Redmen into a play-off spot. True, 
Hdnz had no due that be was doing it 
at the time.

They have no personal 
or scholarly discipline, nor 
the capacity to obtain ade- 
quate marks. On the other 
hand, by developing a more 
stringent system, and re^ 
establishing an emphasis on 
erudition, the appreciation 
of intellectual pursuits and 



intellect-ials will increase. 
(At this point Mr. Grey quot- 
3d a Greek text which he 
would neither repeat nor 
translate.) 

Daily: How would you des- 
cribe your political affilia- 
tions? You have claimed 
that you are of leftish- lean- 
ings. If this is correct, how 
have these views affected 
your past actions and plans 
for the future.? 

. Grey: I am a Marxist-Le- 
ninist.:;;. Consequently, it. be- 
hooves me to expose those 
who would mislead the work- 
ing classes. The New Left 
with its inattention to Marx's 
personal letters and Lenin's 
more theoretical works, rep- 
resents the greatest* threat 
to the proletariat. The New 
Left's- stand ^on^^^Vietnam. 
Cuba. Czechosfovàkla; 'Stalin 
and incapacity to appreciate 
Bartok are all evidence of 
poor _ understanding of dia- 
,,jectlcal materialism. I can 
i^grëe ;with the New Left on 
only one issue, the necessi- 
ty, for a Palestinian War of 
National Liberation. The 
New Left's continuous refu- 
sal to Fjccept a correct analy- 
sis has forced me to align my- 
self with other progressive 
and freedom-loving individu- 
als in order to protect the in- 
terest of both students and 
workers. Therefore, I have 
assisted the McGill Admin- 
istration in defusing New 
Left attacks on the integrity 



of the Board of Governors, 
Department of French and 
Faculty Club. I have also 
worked with His Honor the 
Mayor in preventing potential 
affronts to his Lordship's 
ruling against " demonstra- 
tions. In the pursuit of sim- 
ilar ends I have had dealings 
with Ottawa, Washington and 
Albania which I feel must be 
kept .secret for the time " 
being.
